“PRINCE” TILDEN. 


Remarkable Stories Developed in 
Settling Up a Will. 


How a Fortune of $2,500,000 Was ‘Frittered 
Away—A Relative of Samuel J. Tilden Buys 
a Palace and a Title and Loses Both—Seri- 
ous Charges Against Guardians and Execu- 
tors. 


Ry Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 8.—An extended argu- 
ment has been opened before Surrogate 
Rollins, in the matter of the estate of the 
late Wm. Tilden, who died in 1869, leaving 
an estate estimated to be worth from $2,000,- 
000 to $2,500,000. Mr. ‘Tilden, who wasa 
relation of Samuel J. Tilden, left a widow 
and four minor ehildren, William, Milano 
C.,Marmaduke and Beverly B. The testator 
appointed Josiah M. Fiske, Wm. T. 
Blodgett, David Davis, Charles Tracey and 
N. C. Ely as_ executors, to whom 
the vast estate was left to divide equally 
among the four sons, reserving, however, 
a certain annuity to the widow, who was 
also to receive a country-seat at Lake Ma- 
hopacly. In 1870,the family went tu Europe. 
Accompanying them.was an Italian, Lomed 
Biaggi, who acted as tourist manager and 
tutor. The family proceeded’to Paris, where 
they 

SECURED APARTMENTS 
previously occupied by the Prince of Wales 
and other members of the royal family. Af- 
terward they went to Berlin, where 
the boys lived in fashionable apart- 
ments. At this time the eldest 
boys were aged respectively twenty and fif- 
teen. During their sojourn in Europe, about 
sixteen months, they expended about $70,- 
000. About this time they had trouble with 
Biaggi, and the boys were putin various 
schools in Berlin, “ep: coming to this coun- 
try. The eldest son, William, purchased a 
palace in Coburg, Germany, for about $40,000 
and the supposed title of Baron. He was 
from that time to be called Count William 
Tilden. Shortly afterwards he came to the 
United States and was known here 
as “The Prince.”’ While at 
Coburg he seemed to take a great interest in 
the wife of the former owner of the palace, 
and was soonin the power of her husband 
and allowed him to contract debts for the 
fitting up of the palace. In 1872 one of the 
executors discovered the condition of affairs 
abroad and endeavored to get “Count 
William” out of the trouble. Arrangements 
were finally made by which the “Count’’ 
was released from.his obligations, but only 
upon the payment of large sums of money. 

THE FOUR BOYS 
traveled over Europe, and came home in 
1873, their expenses for the two months as 
charged by the executors amounting to $185,- 
000. While in Berlin the boys arranged to 
give a New York ball, in honor of all the 
Americans in Germany. They hired a large 
hall, connected with a lager beer garden, 
and there had speeches, music, dancing and 
drinking. From 1875 to 1877 a tutor was 
hired by one of the executors for the two 
younger boys, ata salary of $5,000 a year 
and expenses. The expenses during all 
this time were enormous. ‘rom 
the first accounting of the executors in 1871 
it appears that no special guardian was ap- 
pointed for the minors. In 1874 the second 
accounting was had and a guardian ap- 
pointed for Beverly B. Tilden, but no report 
was filed by him. On his examination about 
$3,000 was paid out for counsel fees. At this 
time, in 1877, a third accounting was had, 
when Gustavus G. J. Thebaud was a 
pointed special guardian for Beverly B. t 
that time an order of arrest was issued 
against Thebaud for having converted funds 
umounting to about $150,000 of an executrix 
for whom he was attorney. No report 
OF HIS EXAMINATION 
of the account was had, although he received 
$1.250 as counsel fee. In 1880 counsel fees 
were paid amounting to $2,500. It is 
charged that no objections were ever filed to 
any of these aecountings. The fifth account- 
ing is now pending before Thomas G. Har- 
land, referee. From this it appears that 
about $175,000 has been overpaid to the two 
eldest sons. Among the securities owned by 
Mr. Tilden was a mortgage of about 
$160,000 on poeweny in Jersey City. Itis al- 
leged that the executors, P denne this mortgage 
became due, drew in thé money, and that 
one of thein deposited the money in his pri- 
vate bank account. The motion made by 
Wm. S. MacFarlane, attorney for Beverly B. 
Tilden, was that all the accounts should be 
opened, upon the ground that the expendi- 
tures were contrary to the provisions of the 
will, and that the executors should be 
charged the amount which was unnecessary. 
The papers also show that from 1869 
to 1875 there was a balance 
due the estate from the executors to the 
amount of $200,000 or $250,000. ‘This money, 
it is alleged, was keptin the private bank 
account of the executors, who allowed the 
estate interest upon it only for six months 
after the death of Mr. Tilden. A balance of 
$40,000 which the estate held against one of 
its executors was paid off by the executor 
producing an agreement made between him- 
self and Mr. Tiiden to the effect that he (the 
executor) should have one-half interest 
IN CERTAIN REAL ESTATE 
in Harlem. In support of the motion it 
was also urged that the willof Mr. ‘Tilden 
provided that Mrs. Tilden should be the 
guardian of the children and that the execu- 
tors should pay over all moneys toher and 
through her to the children. It was asserted 
that instead of doing this the executors paid 
money directly to the children on their 
orders, that the executors made up accounts 
and had Mrs. Tilden sign them and that now 
they use them as receipts. When Beverly 
B. become of age, in 1880,a division of the 
estate was proposed, but the pruperty was 
in bad condition. It w also found 
that the two eldest sons had overdrawn their 
share by $175,000, and Beverly B. Tilden as- 
serted that in the statement made by the 
executors the youngest sons were made to 
pay the $27,000 interest on the $175,000. It 
was charged further that the executors. se- 
cured ratifications from the sons in the sha 
of receipts and agreements for all expendi- 
tures. e of these ratifications, it is as- 
serted, was obtained by a threat on the part 
of the executors} that unless the ratification 
they would expose. the 
Apo, Ie wa 
was 
found when a division came to be made that 
there was only sufficient remaining wo pro- 
provide for 

THE WIDOW’'S ANNUITY, 
and about $200,000 each to the two youngest 
sons. The executors deny ail the material 
allegations charging them with unfaithful- 
ness, and declare that they have accounted 
for every cent of money which they bave 
spent, and that the sons have ratified their 
acts, They further say that under the will 
they were authorized to pay out this money, 
and they deny making threats. After argu- 
ment the yapers were submitted to the Sur- 
rogate, and he reserved his decision.

Address Delivered by Mr. John A. Dillon, of 
the Post-Dispatch.

CARTHAGE, Mo., May 8.—The seventeenth 
‘annual convention of the Missouri Press As- 
“sociation is the best attended of late years. 
Between 150 and 175 papers are represented, 


end there is an increased attend- 
ance of ladies. The hospitable 
citizens of Carthage have thrown 


open their doors for the accommodation of 
their guests, to relieve the stress upon tne 
half-dozen good hotels. The local keception 
Committee mects arriving delegates at the 
depots with carriages. Flags are flying 
everywhere. The Opera-house is handsomley 
decorated, and the beautiful little city is at 
its best, and its 8,000 inhabitants are 
making it pleasant for the visitors, There 
has been some trouble between: the associa- 
tion and the Pullman Palace Car Com- 
pany, and it is not -improbable 
that the excursion’ through Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin will be abandoned. 
‘The convention was opened at 10:45 in the 
Opera-house by a musical entertainment, 
followed by a welcoming address from 
Mayor T. T. Luscombe and a response by 
President J. B. Thompson. The convention 
came together again at 2 p. m., the hall 
being densely packed. The visitors num- 
ber about 400. Mr. John A. Dillon 
of tbe Post-Dispatcu, delivered the 
annual address. His subject was ““The Fu- 
ture of Missouri.” He was warmly re- 
ceived, . 

After graphically describing the wonder- 
fully ra fa growth of the State in popula- 
tion and wealth, and the material develop- 
ment surely awaiting her, Mr. Dillon, said: 
Increase of population is no gain to the 
State unless the standard of their worth be 
elevated with their growth. Increase of 
wealth is not a blessing but a curse, if it 
makes the rich richer and the poor poorer, 
and the blind pursuit of wealth merely for 
wealth’s sake is more apt to bring the curse 
than the blessing. Industrial progress is 


not a good thing itself; it is a very bad 
thing if it is unwisely directed. Labor is 
God’s command, but only when it is free and 


voluntary; when it is enforced and servile 
labor, dune at the bidding of the task-mas- 
ter, wearing out life merely to gain the 
means of living. then it is the devil's work, 
as worthless as the foulish toil of the serfs 
who builded the useless pyramids of Egypt, 
as degrading as the exertions of those wao 
dragged the car of Juggernaut, only to be 


deep an interest in polities as if he were run- 
ning for office himself, and to impress on the 
public mind the constant lesson that our in- 
stitutions, to which we owe so much, have 
no life in themselves, but are vivified by the 
spirit breatbed into them by the ple, and 
that their vaiue is increased and their per- 
manency secured in proportion as the whole 
people sustain them with their hearty, un- 
swerving, untiring devotion. 

Among the wany causes of honest, un- 
sullied pride in the growth of this young 
republic of ours, one of the first is the re- 
markable exception it has presented in'the 
spectacle of the magnificent endowments 
given by our self-made millionaires to the 
cause of education. The names of Peabody, 
of Johns Hopkins, of Cornell, of Vassar, of 
Rose, of Astor, of Giard, of Slater, of Packer, 
of Cooper, and of the long list of benefactors 
of learning in thiscountry are in themselves 
proud and imperishabie monuments, such as 
adorn the history of no other country in the 
world. In Europe the kings and the 
princes, and the titled nobility, and heirs of 
great estates,have enjoyed for centuries such 
wealth as our richest men are only beginning 
to reach, but notin any country of Europe, 
nor in auy country of modern times, among 
all the nobles and even among all the 
monarchs, has there been one whose gift to 
learning has been as great as the least gift 
made by the modest merchants and traders 
and workmen among the citizens of our Re- 
public whose games [ have mentioned. Not 
alls the wealfli of England not all the 
pride of France, not all the culture of 
Germany has ever moved the rulers or 
the leaders to do for the sake of learning 
what has been done again and again by 
our plain citizens. When we think of what 
our rich men have done, when we think of 
their liberality compared with the sordid 
ieanness of rich men of other lands, let us 
not fail in our acknowledgments, let us 
claim them among the glories of our coun- 
try and encourage the spirit which has stim- 
ulated them. ut, gentlemen, instead of 
naming them one by one, were We to take 
them ail together and add up the total of 
their benefactioas, it would be sinall indeed 
compared with what has been given by the 
poor men of this country in support of this 
noble cause. There is no aspect of our 
country more grateful to the eye of patriot- 
isin,mere cheering tothe hopes of the futures 
than the spectacie presented by that vast 
system of free public school education which 
covers the whole face of the country, and 
day by day exertsits elevating and purify- 
ing influence on our nationallife. It is the 
best feature In the whole plan of the Repub- 
lic, All others may have losses to offset 
their gains. Our politics may lead to cor- 
ruption, our trade may carry us out of our 
course and land uson the rocks of panic and 
bankruptcy, our manufactures may employ 
our workmen only to impoverish them, but 
our public school system is clear gain, pure 
gold without alloy, a jewel without a tlaw in 
our diadem. 

And it belongs wholly to us; itis our own; 
we iInveuted it; we planned its details; we 
ned | iton, and it represents the unanimons 
sentiment of the American people, that in- 
telligence and cultivation and the develop- 
ment of the intellectual faculties by study 
and training are the firm foundation stunes 
of a free, popular republic; it expresses the 
resolufion that the darkness of ignorance 
shall De banished from the land, and that the 
light of learning shall direct its counsels 
and guide its course. The whole Republic is 
devoted and cominitted to the cause of edu- 


its political corruption is «a menace to the 
Republic. The State of Pennsylvania is first 
in certain great departments of industry, 
but though those industries have levied a 
heavy tax outhe whole country for twenty 


years, the workman of Pennsylvania 
is no better off now than he was 
twenty years aao, and the mutterings 


of his discontent are a menace to the pros- 
erity which has been built up on his labor. 
Ve do not consider the gangs of political 
miscreants who ruie and plunder New York 
City, better men than the citizen soldiers 
who faced the British a hundred years ago, 
we do not compare the striking and rioting 
Mollie Maguires of Pennsylvania with the 

atriots who suffered at Vally Forge. 
Throughout the East we may find many strik- 
ing instances of retrogression in the midst 
of growth; we envy neither the industries 
nor the polities nor the morals of the New 
England States, yetif we blindly seek the 
same development we shall surely reach the 
same results, and inthe midst of our pros- 
perity we may be called o» to arrest a decay 
which has set in before our growth is com- 
pleted. 

We have been suffering from the war, or 
rather from the times which followed the 
war. The war itself with ail its loss and 
ruin and suffering, in spite of the too fre- 
quent savagery which stained its annals, was 
a glorious epoch in the history of Missouri. 
During that lung, cruel struggle, the State of 
Missouri proved that her sons were willing 
to fight and to die for their principles, and 
there can be no higher manhood than that. 
In no State was this supreme devotion more 
general than in Missouri, and the record of 
her sons on both sides is an honorable one. 
If reconciliation had come with the close of 
the war we should have started on a higher 
career at once, but the quarrels of peace are 
more bitter and burning than the open com- 
bats of war, and we were tied down and held 
back by the hatreds engendered by persecu- 
tion and reprisal. 

No State has suffered so much as Missourt. 
For five years after the war a mistaken par- 
tisanship busied itself in saving a Union 
which was no longer in danger, and during 
the years since then an unequally mistaken 
partisanship has-been feeding fat the ancient 
grudges of the years of proscription and op- 
pression. Nothing is-more, corroding Wo all 
the better instincts and nigher impulses of 
our nature than the systematic pursuit of re- 
venye or the satisfaction of old grievances. 
It has hurt us much, It has dullei our finer 
instincts, clogged our higher aspirations, 
hardened our more generous feelings, weak- 
ened our strength and cheated our character. 

It has done all this, but it does it no 
longer. We have passed through that period 
of trial, and to-day the public spirit of Mis- 
souri isa spirit of patriotism and devotion, 
of friendship and brotherhood. All enml- 
ties are settied and no taste of the bitterness 
of the past remains in our mouth. Our on- 
ward progress is no longer to be swayed or 
checked by any of the influences of former 


days. 

The State has resumed that steady rate of 
growth which naturally belongs to it; itis 
for usto decide which direction its growth 
willtake. lf we are content to be wurship- 
pers of Mammon, the State will probably be 
rich, and we are accustomed tothink that 
with wealth and leisure will come culture 
and civilization. But we will make the mis- 
take which has ruined all the vanished na- 
tions of history if we make culture wait 
upon wealth; if we make the higher inter- 
ests subservient to the lower 


Promulgation of the Rules by the President 
—Star Route Trial—Capital News—Political 
Notes. 


By Sehianiall tothe Post-Dispatch.. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8.—Hon. J. D. 
Thoman, Civil Service Commissioner, leaves 
here early next week for Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati, Cleveland, Louisville, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis, Kansas City and New Orleans in the 
order named. His work at each place will 
be to consult with the Pestmaster and ap- 
point lecal boards of examiners at each 
point. Each board willconsist of three per- 
sons, and will, with the assistance of the 
Chief Examiner of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, hold aun examination of applicatns 
from th States who may apply for posi- 
tion by Mtters in Washington or in the offices 
in those States which come under the rules 
and workings of the commission. Underthe 
rules of the commission their examinations 
will only be for persons who are 
to be employed § in _ offices § and 
establishments where fifty or more persons 
are employed. Thoseapplying for employ- 
ment in offices where less than fifty are 
employed do not undergo any examination. 
The result is that only 15,000 out of the 100,- 


000 office-holders in the United States are to 


be subject to the civil service examination or 
the rules of the commission. Only two of- 
fices in Ohio, the Cincinnati and Cleveland 
Post-offices, are subject to these rules, one 
in Kentucky, that at Louisville, and two in 
Missouri, St. Louis and Kansas City. Mr. 
Tnoman will probably spend about three 


days in each place.

THE ABBEY MINES. 


Situation To-Day—A Statement From 
Mr. E.,J. Crandall. 


Mr. E. J. Crandall, of the Abbey Coal 
Mining Company, takes exception to the 
statements of Sheriff Ropiequet yesterday in 
regard to the trouble at their miues, and fur- 
nishes the following as his side of the story. 


He writes: 

“The mines of the Abbey Coal Mining 
Company, which are worked by machinery, 
employ only day laborers, ormen who are 
paid by the month. No coal miners as such 
are employed in these mines, and when, on 
May 1, the present strike was inaugurated, 
very many of the men employed were not 
only willing but anxious to continue at work, 

ceiving as they were the same pay that had 

n given them during the winter montbs, 
while the pay of coal miners in 
mines worked under the oid system had been 
reduced from the price paid during the win- 
fer by all operators 33% per cent and in 
‘some paris ofethe district 50 percent. Not- 
withstanding all this, when the strike oc- 
curred there were among the employes of 
the mines a bumber of men who had Deen at 
some time coal miners, whose prejudices 
against the innovation of machines 
were 80 strong, that they gave up good 

itions and joined in the _ strike. 
he iaborers remaining (among them, to 
their credit and good judgment be it said, 
were some old miners, but mostly men who 
had never mined coal under the old system 
of hand-mining) were not only ready and 
willing, but anxious to continue at their 
work.

EX-GOV. BROWN’S PROGRAMME, 

Ex-Gov. B. Gratz Brown, in a letter to 
the editor of the State Journal, explains the 
extent to which the Prohibition question is 
to be madeathorn in the side of the old 
party organizations in our next State elec- 
tion. He feels sure that when the temper- 
ance people hold .their convention in June 
they will subordinate everything to the ad- 
vancement of reformatory legislation with 
reference to the liquor traffic, and will do 
nothing of a merely partisan character. 
They propose to obtain a popular verdict 
against the liquor traffic and to organize for 
this purpose all over the State, without there- 
by renouncing any present party relation, if 
existing parties leave them free to take such 
action. They will demand the submission 
of the Prohibition question to the people, and 
will aim to give voice to that demand through 
every and all party organizations, holding 
themselves released from obligation to sup- 
port any party nominee who opposes that de- 
mand and free to support the candidate who 
favors the submission of the question toa 
popular vote. They will not be forced to 
antagonize any party which, by the 
silence of its platform on the subject, 
acquiesces in the received doctrine of 
the people’s right to have the question 
submitted for a popular verdict. Butif any 
party shall declare against Prohibition in its 
platform, it will compel its dissenting mem- 
bers to find other expression for their views, 
and thus force them into a separate organi- 
zation for State purposes. In such a con- 
tingency only do the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Prohibitionists propose to unite ina 
separate party. This is the substance of 
Gov. Brown’s letter, and it foreshadows a 
very shrewd policy. The Democratic organs 
which have been most outspoken against 
Prohibition have nearly all weakened so far 
as to favor ignoring the question in conven- 
tion for the sake of party harmony. Havy- 
ing spiked that big gun and organized thor- 
oughly all over the State, the temperance 
men will be ina position to play upon the 
timidity of both parties and upon the trad- 
ing proclivities of candidates so as to elect 
a Legislature in favor of submitting the 
Prohibition question. Some thorough-going 
Prohibitionists will getin as mere submis- 
sionists, and the moral effect of the victory 
will mightily strengthen the cause. It would 
have been better for the Democrats if the 
last Legislature had promptly disposed of 
this troublesome question by submitting it 
to the people.

the participation of Catholics in her 
legislation was most bitterly opposed. As 
it was a Christian Government the 
idea of admitting Jews to Parliament sent a 
shudder throughout the country. Now, af- 
ter all these imaginary enemies have shown 
that their religious beliefs or doubts do not 
impair their loyalty to the Government, 
there is another senseless how! for an oath 
that will exclude atheists, lest they destroy 
theistic government. This has been the pre- 
text for a treatment of BrapLAvUGH which 
the courts have pronounced unlawful, and 
for a denial of the right of representation as 
high-handed and flagrant as the memorable 
opposition to W1LKEs in the famous Middle- 
sex election case. 

BRADLAUGH was deprived of his seat and 
his constituents were disfranchised because 
he refused to take an oath which, in his 
mouth, would be a false profession of relig- 
ious belief, When reélected and offering to 
take the oath asa mere non-meaning jingle 
of words as far as it referred to Gop, he was 
again excluded on the ground that it would 
be blasphemous to permit such profanation. 
When the Affirmation Bill was introduced to 
enable one candid and honest atheist to join 
numerous other atheists less particular 
about what they say or swear to in Pariia- 
ment, it was voted down by a union of 
Liberals, Tories, Radicals, Catholics and 
atheists. It is apparent, however, that 
there is something more substantial than 
reverence for religious sanctions at the bot- 
tom of all this furor. It is simply a per- 
sonal crusade against BRADLAUGH because 
he is an able and dangerous agitator of revo- 
lutionary reforms and has made himself 
odious by his position on some very tender 
social questions.

HEIGH, WILLY-WALY. 

Little Wr.Lin WINTER is the dramatic 
critic of the New York Tribune. He has 
held the position for along time, and there 
be people who are wedded to the opinion 
that in his judgment, knowledge of the 
stage, familiarity with the graceful curves 
of the language, and above all, his instinc- 
tive and intuitive appreciation of True Art, 
he isthe MicHAEL ANGELO of the Ameri- 
can press—the one human huckleberry above 
any other human persimmon that vegetates 
on this sphere. Even the unctious Rev. 
CHADBAND had his admirers and his 
followers, who considered his style quite 
forcible and edifying. The prominence of 
the Zribune and the fact that Mr. WINTER 
has long held the position of dramatic critic 
thereon has filled Mr. WINTER with the idea 
that he is the critic par excellence of the 
country, and great is his assumption in con- 
sideration thereof. Althougha small, flabby 
and uninteresting person to contemplate, 
Mr. WINTER has fallen into the belief that 
he is a veritable “Jupiter Tonans.” It is 
Mr. WINTER’s mission to stimulate Art. 
Mr. WINTER is the embodiment of Art it- 
self, and in stimulating himself he stimulates 
Art. This will explain some things. 

Mr. WINTER put himself to the extreme 
inconvenience of going out to Cincinnati last 
week to attend the Dramatic Festival. He 
honored the entertainment with his presence, 
but only in a perfunctory way and in a pure- 
ly professional character. It is not Mr. 
WINTER'S habit to penetrate to the prov- 
inces. In his estimation it is quite vulgar to 
leave the metropolis. He has been known 
to go down to Louisiana in the winter to 
board a month or two with Jozn JEFFERSON, 
and he has quartered himself on a few 
liberal actors along the seashore at times 
exchanging flatulent puffery in the Tribune 
for victuals, but as a rule he is found linger- 
ing within the shadow of the Jribune tower, 
to him the axle of the universe. It occurred 
to Mr. WINTER that it was a piece of pre 
sumption for Cincinnati to hold a Dramatic 


Festival. He went there prejudiced against 
the crude town. He saw the _ show, 
but the acting, though done by our 


most prominent artists, was not as good as 
it would have been in New York, It 
was as if an effeminate Roman dude in the 
zenith of the Circus Maximus should have 
gone down to Brundisium to witness a giad- 
iatorial contest and should have railed 
against the slaughter because the rural com- 
batants lacked grace and chic, and should 
have sworn that the breezes blowing from 
ancient Corcyra had a tendency to relax 
muscle and destroy tissue. He turned up 
his nose at artistic Cincinnati and crushed 
it by calling it ‘‘a frontier town.” He even 
deciared that in begetting a dramatic 
exhibition on a colossal scale the peo- 
ple were simply applying the mechanical 
principles of hog-slaughtering to the stage. 
Mr. WINTER, like a great many other 
noodles who happen to live precariously in 
New York City, has imbibed the idea that 
the gentlemen who know how to wear even- 
ing dresses and order meals at Deknonico’s | 
constitute the highest types of intellect in 
this country. It has never occurred to him 
that there are thousands of gentlemen in 

Cincinnati and St. Louis who have traveled 

the world over; who have read and studied 

and communed with art and science, and 

who are as able to tella hawk from a 

handsaw as though they had been born and 

reared on Manhattan Island. 

Mr. WINTER is simply asnob. Like the 
pet squirrel, he looks at the world from his 
own glittering revolving cage and imagines 
that he is imparting a gloss toit. He pre- 
tends to be a just critic, and yet he never 


wrote an article for his paper in his life | 


which was not tinged with prejudice or col- 
ored with the mawkish affection which he 
cultivates for various artists and which he 
transfers as rapidly as he changes 
the members of his family from one organiza- 
tion toanother. Bootu, J EFreRson, McCuL- 
LOUGH, MARY ANDERSON have al! been wor- 
shipped in turn and taxed for friendly favors. 
Mr. WINTER has written a vast amount of 
incomprehensible gush and flapdood le. 
Whether slobbering at the grave of Suaxs- 


PEABE, or discussing the graceful, artistic 
drapery of gentle Mary ANDERSON’S 
“Galatea,” he isthe same analytical, rhap- 
sodical, unfathomable vendor of dandelions 
and literary hash. He has written some 
poetry, which, like that produced by Bun- 
THORNE, is mythical, strange, piatitudinous 
and suggestive of inward disquietude, and of 
course a great many people have admired it 
because they were not able to understand it. 
We have not written what we have written 
here with intent to deprive Mr. WINTER of 
any merit that belongs to him—for we regard 
him as in many respects as wonderful as an 
armadillo—but there are reasons why he 
should not, with his burden of loves and 
prejudices, be regarded as the foremost and 
fairest critic of the land, and there are rea- 
sons why he is not qualified to sit in judg- 
ment on a dramatic performance in a pro- 
vincial and frontier town.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Ex-Congressman

DEAD LETTERS. 
Notwithstanding the great exertion the 
Post-oftice Department makes to find the 
owners of letters and deliver their letters to 
them, the number of letters which reach the 
Dead-letter Office now runs above ten thous- 
andaday. The number receivéd at the de- 
partment during the past year has been over 
4,000,000. Of these 3,000,000 were uncalled 
for at the offices to which they were ad- 
dressed. Nearly 100,000 came from hotels, 
addressed to persons who had failed to leave 
instructions to have their mail forwarded. 
A quarter of a million were sent here be- 
cause they were insufficiently prepaid, and 
a thousand beeause they contained articles 
forbidden to be transmitted in the maiis. 
Over 10,000 bore no superscription whatever. 
The number of dead letters mailed abroad 
was 350,000, all of which were returned to 
the country of their origin unopened. Of 
those received and opened in the past year 
40,000 contained money, drafts, money or- 
ders, etc., amounting to $2,000,000, and 44,000 , 
contained paid notes, receipts and canceled 
obligations.

A Telegraph Ordinance, Ral 
CuIcaGao, May 8.—The City Council, after 
midnight last night, amidst great confusion 
and after an acrimonious debate, passed an 
ordinance granting to the District Telegraph 
Company, of Chicago, the right to erect poles 
within the city for stringing telegraph wires 
placed in cables. Under the existing ordi- 
nance all telegraph companies were to have 
been compelled the first of the present 
month to place all their wires under ground, 
but the operation of the law was delayed by 
ap injunction granted by the State and Fed- 
eral Courts and litigation is now pending 


and is undecided. The present ordinance 
grants the privilege to the new company to 
erect iron poles at least eighteen and not to 
exceed thirty feet high, to be placed just in- 
side the curb line and on such streets, alleys, 
or tunnels as may be designat- 
ed by the Mayor and Commissioner 
ot Public Works. It is provided that 
the poles be kept neatly painted, the city 
to have the. privilege of stringing its fire- 
alarm wires upon them without cost, and the 
poles are also to be so reconstructed that 
they can be used for lamp-pusts by the city, 
Ihe ordinance finally asserts that the priv- 
ileges contained in the ordinance are granted 
temporarily to enable it to be demonstrated 
“to the satisfaction of the Mayor or city 
authorities that an underground system of 
telegraphy is thoroughly practicable and ad- 
visable to be put in operation in Chicago.” 
The corporation is authorized to rent priv- 
lleges of stringing cables on its poles. The 
ordinance poasen the Council by a vote of 
21 to 11. rom an interview with Mayor 
Harrison it is stated he will sign the ordi- 
nance. :

HITTING BACK, 


The Massachusetts Legislature and the 
Bold Ben. 


Boston, May 8.—The Legislative Commit- 
tee appointed to investigate the facts regard- 
ing thé alleged invalidity of Gov. Butler’s 
first veto held a secret session this morning. 
One of the Governor’s private secretaries 
was summoned to testify, but he refused 
point blank to make any statement. The 
committee is considering the advisability of 
ordering him under arrest. 

The House this morning suspended the 
rules passed and sentat once to the Senate 
all the charities appropriation bills before 
acted upon, including the bills for Tewkes- 
bury, Concord Prison, Monson, Sherborn, 
Bridgewater and Lancaster. All other 
charities appropriation bills were acted upon 
favorably. The Democrats withdrew their 
opposition and will rely on the Governor to 
veto the bills. 


Civil Service Rules. 

Wasurneton, May 8.—The Civil Service 
rules were this morning approved by the 
President substantially as printed on Fri- 
day last. The rules as approved are 
twenty-two in num ber. The 
clause preliminary to the rules containing 
the formal promulgation is recast in form, 
so that it begins: ‘““The President,” and goes 
on to say that he here- 
by promulgates the rules. Rules 
one, two, three and four are 
unchanged. In rule five, which provides tor 
three classifications of service, the only 
change made is to call the first class “The 
Departmental Service” inste d of ‘Classi- 
fied service at Washington,” the reasom given 
being that service at the Capitolts all 
departmental. No change has been made in 
ruie sixin regard to competitive examina- 
tions. The changes in rule seven are to 
take orthography out of the fourth subdivis- 
ion and put it in the first and letter-writing 
out of -the first subdivision and put 
it in the fourth The reference 
to tifty per cent oi complete 
proficiency in examination is stricken out 
and sixty-five left as the per cent to be ob- 
tained. A trifling change has been made in 


rule S by adding two words so that the 
rule now provides that no question during 
examination shail ¢all for an expression of 
|'auny political or religious opinion or affilia- 
| tion, nor, “if known’’—these two words are 
addedi—‘'shall any discrimination be made 
tie reason thereof.” The words, “if 
known” are ~obelieved to make the 
rule more pointed and emphatic. 
Rules Y and 10 are not 
changed. In rule 11 a slight modification is 
made. The fifth subdivision, requiring the 
applicant to state, aimong other things to 
which he is required to make oath to his own 
moral character, is stricken out, as it was 
believed best to allow the commissioners 
to refer to the recommendations of appli- 
cants upon the subject. An addition requir- 
ing applicant to state what he knows as to 
the employment or other members of bis 
family in the public service was made to 
the rules during the work of revision. 
in rule 122 the only change is one made at 
the suggestion of the customs officers. In- 
stead of providing that **no one shall be ex- 
amined for a customs inspector who 
Is under twenty-one years of 
age”’ it provides that “po 
shal. be- eXawined except tor 
cierK or Messenger if under twenty-one years 
of age.”” Rules 13, 14 and 15 are unchanged, 
as submitted. Rule 16 provided that when 
any Officer shall make a request for candi- 
dates to Obi a vacancy’ or vacah- 
cies the Commissioner shall cer- 
uly three naines to be taken 
in order from the register of those eligible, 
and the selection was to be made from the 
three so certifiedZ As it is changed this rule 
proyides that four instead of three pames 
shai: ve certined and a further change 
is made which provides that those 
ceitified are to be the highest on the list 
from the State for which the vacancy Is to 
be filled, instead of the first on the list re- 
ported. The sixth subdivision, limiting the 
power of the eommission so that they shall 
certify the same person on the register only 
three times to ithe saine officer 
in the postal, or custom service, and, 
only twice tg any departinent atWashington 
remains the same as it was originally 
reported. No changes have been made in 
rules 17 and18. In rule 19 another clause 1s 
added, to provide that heads of bureaus shall 
be excepted from examinations under the 
rules. It also excepts all examinations for 
promotions until the rules can be matured to 
reguiate such examinations. 

ihe Commissioners were of opinion that 
it was not. time yet to promuigate these 
rules. Ruies 20, 21 and 22 remain 4s origin- 
ally submitted. : 

The original rules were published in the 
Post-DisPpaTcu last Friday.

LYING DOWN TO DIE. 


An Inmate of an Eleventh Street House 
Coolly Kills Herself. 


The Coroner was notified this morning of 
the death by morphine poisoning of Mary 
Fitzgerald, alias Mary Wear, alias Frankie 
Sturgis, an inmate of Laura Le Bosquet’s 
house, No. 411 North Eleventh street. Tired 
of living, but depressed By no particular oc- 


currence, the girl yesterday deliberately 
put a peried to her existence by 
taking alarge dose of morphine about 6 
o'clock. After taking the fatal dose she lay 
down ona sofa, and when invited to go 
down to supper said: “I don’t want anything 
toeat.” Afew minutes later she took a 
bath, and, returning to her own room, re- 
signedly lay down to die. She casually told 
one of the inmates of the house of what 
she had done, and, composing her- 
self on the settee, awaited death. 
All her effects were examined, and the in- 
mates of the house and the servants ques- 
tioned, but no cause discovered but the cool 
conclusion that her life was not worth living. 
The .dead cyprian was the daughter of a 
poor” but respectable couple tiving in the 
northern part of the city. She was married 
to a mechanic named Wear, but was deserted 
by him and later adopted the name of 
Frankie Sturgis after a male admirer 
of thatname. She was formerly an inmate 
of the Hastings buuse,No.413 North Eleventh 
street, and through that woman’s charitable 
disposition the body was cared for to-day 
and arrangements made with the proprie- 
tresses of the houses in the vicinity to give 
the unfortunate gir! decent burial. The pro- 
prietress of the house in which the girl com- 
mitted suicide is away from the city,and the 
women were disinciined at first to assist the 
Coroner in the disposition of the remalns 
not being on intimaie terms with her. Cor- 
oner Nidelet decided to allowthe women 
who kindly offered to bury the girl to take 
the body.

A FUME IN COURT, 


The Advocate of a Divorced Woman

SOCKING A STOCKHOLDER. 


Decision in the Federal Court To-Day 
of Interest to Creditors. 


Judge Treat to-day in the United States 
Circuit Court rendered a decision in favor of 
the plaintiff for $1,200 in the case of Man- 
ville vs. Karst. The defendant was a stock- 
holder in an insolvent bank at Belleville,and 


he became liable to the creditors of the 
bank under the double liability law. A few 
days after this suit was filed and before judg- 
ment could be had in the ordinary course, 
afriend of Karst bought up outstanding 
claims against the bank at large discount,and 
one 9 confession of judgment by Karst ob- 
tained full payment of the sum of $1,200. This 
latter judgment and satisfaction were plead- 
ed in bar to the present suit. The Supreme 
Court of Missouri, and seemingly of Illinois, 
bave held thata stockholder, when sued, or 
before suit, can buy outstanding claims, and, 
having surrendered them for canceilation 
can plead that fact in bar to the extent of the 
amount so bonght and canceled. Judge 
Treat, however, holds that the views of 
Judge Wall arefar more consistent with 
sound Jaw, right reason and strict justice. If 
a stockholder cannot set off the debts of the 
corporation to him in order to defeat his lia- 
bility, why should he be permitted through 
a friend to defeat a just claim against him- 
self when jsued, by confessing judgment 
in favor of thatirieod prior to the possible 
time when the creditor originally suing could 
obtain judgment ona valid demand except 
by consent?
